their finger the right way to rravellers,therefore called

eth. Theſe Corybantes alſo kept a continral jangling with 
cymbals and brazen drums;ſome think they were called 
Curetes @ curando,from the care they took of Fupiter in his 
youth 3 but they who hold them to be Fupiter's children, 
call them ſo from their care of him in his old age,and of 
his funeral $ and thar they dwelt in Creta, which from 
them,as Pliny and Solinus obſerve,was called Cureta. But

If the Prieſt he mad, the people 
cannot be ſober. 1 wiſh there were fewer of theſe Cory- 
bantian Prieſts amongſt Chriſtians 3 who though they do 
not jangle with Bells andDrums,dance in their Armor,and 
claſh rheir Swords, yet they Jangle too much with their 
Tongueszwhich cauſeth bearing of Drums,and too much 
claſhing of Arms andSwords amungfiChriftians And in- 
deed we'have Priefts, no leſs giddy-beaded then theſe 
Curetes ; but] wiſh they would not only keep a jangling 
with their tongues , bur alſo point out to vs the way to 
Heaven with their fingers ; for true Religion and Piety, 
confiſteth both in doing well;& ſpeaking well. The hand 
muft go along with the tongue ; and Jet them learn to 
ſubdue the huft and concupiſcence of the fleſh, not by 
gelding themſelves with theſe Galli, or Priefts of Cybele; 
or the Origenifts af old, bur by rrue morrification and

I, B* the Cyclopes is meant water; for they were bepot 
LL) of Neptune and Amnphitrite, as ſome ſay; and yet 
they were ſervants to Yulcan, which is fire ; to ſhew, that 
in generation the firecan do nothing without Water, nor 
water without fire« 2. Theſe Cyclepes are by ſome meant 
the vapors, which by the influence of Heaven, are drawn 
out of the Earth and Sea, and being in the air, engender 
Thunder and Lightning to Jupiter, as their names thew; 
they dwelt in Sicily abour the HiJl Ztna, becauſe heatis 
the breeder of Thunder; they were throft down to Heli 
by their Father, and came up again ; becauſe in the cold 
Winter theſe vapors lye in the Earth, and by heat oftte 
Spring are elevated. Wiſe U/yſts overcame Polyphemw, 
that is, man by his wiſdom and obſervation found out 
the ſecrets of theſe natural things, and cauſes thereof, 
Apollo was ſaid ro kill theſe Cycl/opes, becauſe the Sun dt- 
ſpelleth vapors. 3» I think by theſe Cyc/opes may be un- 
erſtood the evil ſpirits, whoſe habitation is kn burning 
Ztna, that is, in Hell, burning with fire and brimſtone;, 
betng thrown down juſtly by God from Heaven for 
theirpride, but are permitred ſometimes for our finsto 
rule in the air, Whoſe ſervice God uſeth ſometimes, in 
ſending thunder ard ſtorms; ro puniſh the wicked: They 
may well be called Cyclopes, from their round eye and 
cireular motion ; for as they havea watchful eye, whic| 
1s not eaſily ſhur, ſo they compaſs the earth roo and fro. 
They may be ſaid to have but one eye, ro wit, of know- 
ledge, which is great; for outward eyes they have not- 
Their cbief food and delight is, in the deftroying of 
mankind. Fe/yphemws or Felzebub is the chief, who ha: 


 ving devoured Ulyſſes fellows, that is, mankii.d, the tr ve

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"Tung was painted of old inthe form of a matron in a long 
bs 6g olg 4 lance in one hand,and a platter in the other, 
perhaps to,ſhew us, that wealth is every thing , it is both 
| mear,drink,cloaths, armour; it is that which doth command 

all things, therefore Funo is ſtill termed a Queen, and ſhe 
carried a Scepter in her hand in ſome pictures, and is car- 
ried in a rich Chariot of gold and filver,drawn by Lions;to 
ſhew,that riches adds beauty,and ftrength,and courage to 
men,and who is able to refiſt it > 3, The Peacock was dedi- 
cated to Fino,and ſo was the Raven and Gooſe z doubtleſs 
to ſhadow out unto us the nature of rich men;tor pridezra- 
pacity and watchfulneſs are incident to them z the Pea - 
cock is not ſo proud, nor the Vulture ſo ravenous, nor the 
Goofe ſo watchful as rich men; but while with the Peacock 
they look big at the ſight of their fine feathers, let them 
caſt their eyes upon their black feet, and remember ther 
end, which will be blackneſs and darkneſs; and while they 
feed upon the hearts of poor men, as that Raven in Caucaſhs 
did upon the heart of Prometheus, let them know that death 
ſhortly will feed upon their fleſh, & the worm of conſcience 
upon their ſouls. And although they be as watchful to'pre- 
ſerve their wealth, as the Geeſe of the Capitol were + yet 
there be they that watch as narrowly over them, and for 
their death are Rill watching and wiſhing;and what better 
are rich men without grace and litterature, that the Geeſe 
of the Capitol, which were carefully looked to,and fed by 
the command of the Cenſors,and ar laſt killed and carried 
at their ſolemn feaſts with great ſolemnity in ſilver platters? 
So rich men are fed and pampered, then die,and in ſolemn 
pomp carried to their graves, where their carkaſles rot with 
their names, Eorum vitam mortemque juxid aſtimo, 4. Some 
by Fuz0 undeſtand the Moon, therefore they called her 
Lcins, and painted her with beams about her face, fitting 
upon Lions holding a Scepter in one hand;and a Spindle in 
the other ; by which I think may be meant boch her Light 
and Operations:for the Scepter fignifieth dominion,and ſhe

careful,-and frugal, Matron ; for ſhe is commonly painted 
fitting,to ſhew,that a woman muſt not be given to gadding, 
ſhe bath a Scepter and a pair of Sheers in her hands, for 
ſhe muſt both rule her family by her authority and diſcreti 
On, and ſhe muſt clothe and feed them, which is intimate{ 
by the platter in her hand, and ſheers with which ſhe ſhear 
her ſheep ; ſhe is clothed with a Goats skin, to fignific her 
frugality, which is a rare thing to find in the womendf 
this age, whoſe exceſs in apparel are badges of their pride 
and luxury ;ſhe is crowned and girded with vine branches, 
to ſhew her fruitfulneſs, to which David alludes, when he 
ſaith, Thy Wife ſhall be like the fruitful Vine upon the Wilt 
of thine houſe : ſhe treads upon a Lionefs, as all honeſt anl 
laborious matrons ſhould dv ; to wit, ſubdue luſt and war- 
tonneſs: ſhe is armed with a Lance and a Target : fora 
matron ſhould have a ſharp tongue to reprove,and thetar- 
get of modeſty to keep off all laſcivious aſſaults and tenta- 
tions, 6, By Funo may be meant the air, which that pidure | 
ſheweth, wherein ſhe holds thunder in the one hand, anda 
drum or cymbal in the other; the wears a party-coloured 
garment, and is attended by Irj the rain bow ; by Caſk 
and Pollux alſo, which are two fair meteors preſaging ſere- 
nity ; the fourteen Nymphs which 7irgil gives her, are 
many exhalations begot in the air : her holding of a Pom 
granate. in one hand, and a Cuckow upon her Scepter in the

And whereas the Jearned Poet makes Funo petitioning 
eo o0lus to ſend out the winds againſt &Zncss, he ſhews,that 
the wind js ſomething elſe than the bare moving of the air, 
and that it is anexhalation raiſed out of the earth and wa- 
ters, without which,the air could not be ſo violently moved. 
7. Funo was the goddeſs of Marriage, therefore called Pro- 
nubazand Fugatis from Fugum,or the yoke that was put over 
the new-married couple. There was at Rome an altar dedi- 
cated to Fano Fugs, in the ſtreet called Fugariuz,becaule at 
this altar they were joyned,and here their teet were fetter— 
ea;whence the Poet calls marriage, Vincla jugalia z but be- 
cauſe they thought her power not ſufficient,they joyned.gy 
help to her, whom they called Hymen,and the god of ma 
riage 3 in one hand he bare a torch,in the other a red vail, 
called flammeum, with which the bride was covered to hide 
her bluſhing : theſe two might fignifie the two properties 
that ought to be in women,to wit, fervent love repreſented

ſome ſay, the ſea-nymphs ; to ſhew, that Navigation, and 
Time, or Opportunity, beget riches ; or,that the airy exha- 
lations are begot of,and nouriſhed by moiſture. 9. As Funo 
hgnifieth the air,Yulcan was her ſon ; becauſe the fire is be- 
got of air oftentimes : But as Fano ſigniftieth wealth, Mars 
was her ſon ; for wealth begets quarrels, pride, and wars : 
But as Funo was the goddeſs of marriage, Hebe was her 
daughter : becauſe in our youth and vigour we are fitteſt 
for marriage.

Jhyiter is ſo called quaſs juvans pater,becauſe he #8 a help- 
ing father, and Dieſpitcr, the father of the'day, and 
n Greek 780; nd 76 Cav, from lite ; for it is he that gives 
ife to all things : by this name, they anderſtood that divine 
ower by which a]l things are moved and preſerved, as 
ay be ſeen in the Epithetes given to him by Yirgzhand the 
ther Poets, as alſo by the deſcriptions of him jn Orphens, 
nd ethers, and-by the ancient piRures which they made of 
im:for they placed him ina throne,to ſhew his Immuta b1- 
ty : they crowned him, to ſhew his authority ; they cloa- 
hed him wikh garments repreſenting light and flames of 
Ire, and all beſparkled with -Stars, to thew his heavenly 
ature and divine glory : they put 2 pair of Globes jn one 
and, the one of Amber, the other of Gold, to fignife that 
oth the Globes of heaven and earth are in his power ; in 
ie other hand there is a Viol or Citrongintimating that he 
5the cauſe of that admirable harmony that 1s in the world : 
is throne is covered with a garment of Pea cocks tails, to 
ionifie his Providence and Ommilſcience ; he hath the look 
t an ancient man, becauſe he is the ancient of days; his 
andals or ſhooes are green, and he treads upon Neptune's 
Trident,to ſhew thar tea and land are fubjeR to him. They 
Maint him ſometimes with the thunder in his hand, to ſhew 
dat he is the puniſher of impicty;ſometime they paint him 
with a Scepter in one hand, and a circle in the other, figni- 
ing that he is that great King who rules the World ; for 
which canſe,they place the Eagle by him,who is the King of 
dirds : they give him ſometimes the image of yitory in his 
and, becauſe conqueſt and yiRories are from him : ſome- 
mes they make all his upper parts naked, the lower parts 
othed, to ſhew that he diſcovers himſelf to the Angels 
nd bleflcd ſouls, which he doth not to us mortals, who ſee 
nothing of him but his lower parts ; and theſe clothed;be- 
cauſe here we ſce him only in his effe&s and works, and 
ſome of kjs attributes, but obſcurely, and in adark ſpeech, 
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as the Apoſtle ſaith, The Celtz or ancient Gauls Worſhiy: 
ped Fupiter under the ſhape of an Oak, and ſo the Roman, 
uſed to crown Fupiters image with oaken leaves : to they M 
that he who gave being to all things,doth alſo feed then. 
for acorns were the firſt food of the old world. And for the 
ſame cauſe was he worſhipped by the Egyptians and gp. 
rians,under the ſhape of a ramto ſhew.us,that it is he why 
feeds and cloathes us ; and therefore the horn of his nurſe 
Amalthea was filled by him with all kind of food, calle 
cornu copie, becauſe from him we have our food, for he 0. 
peneth his hands, and filleth all things with his bleſſingy, 
And to fignifie that he both rules and ſees all things, they 
repreſented him in their Hieroglyphick by a Scepter with 
an eye onthe top of it, called Fovis oculus,Fupiters eye. 1,by 
Fupiter may be meant Kings and Judges : for as Fupiteris 
called King by the Poets,ſo Kings were called Foves, They 
painted him ſomerimes without ears, ſometimes with four 
ears, to ſhew that Kings muſt have no ears for Batterers, 
informers, and flanderers, but muſt have many earsfot 
complaints and advice ; they muſt never want eats to hear 

, the grievances of their Subje&s, nor the wholſome advice 
of their Counſellours:they gave him alſo three eye$,where- 
of one in his forehead;to ſhew that Princes muſt ſee more, 
and higher,and further off than private men ; their knov- 
ledge muſt be more eminent and ſublime, Juſtice is alvays 
painted by Fupirerzto gnifie that Kings a&ions mult beal- 
waysjuſt. Fupiter ſubdued eAZg20n, and the reſt of the Gl 
ants,to zhew-that King< muſt not ſuffer tyranny and opprel- 
fion to $0 away unpunifhed, Fupitcr taught people who be. 
fore fed upon mens fleſh, to eat acorns, therefore the ol 
was dedicated to him;ſo Princes ſhould endeavour to civik 
lize their people,and to provide by good laws fit and who 
ſom food for them. Fuptter is ſaid to have begot divers 
daughters, which were called Prayers,intimating that Pri 
ces mult haye a fatherly care of their peoples intreaticsa 
petitions, and not to flight them. Fupiter drove away the 
ſwarms of flies that infeſted Hercules (therefore called Mu 
carius) whillt he was ſacrificing ; ſo Princes muſt driveoi 
of their Kingdom all buſie bodies & diſturbers of religion- 
Fupiter married Met which fignifieth Counſel,and _ : 
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allowed her, he conceived Pallas in his brain, ſo Princes 
muſt unite themſelves to good counſellors;and by [wallow= 
ng their good advice, their heads ſhall be filled with wiſ- 
Jom ; and they ſhall produce wiſe ations. Fupiter was the 
:ther of the Muſes, ſo ſhould kings be the Nurſing fathers 
f learned men. 3- Fupiter may be the type of a Tyrant,for 
is baniſhing of his father,and uſurping his Kingdom, and 
utting off his teſticles, his marrying with kis own fiſter, 
is deyouring of his own wife Mc, his raviſhed of Gary- 
ed, his many whoredoms and adulteries, his transforming 
imſelf into ſo many ſhapes of beaſts and birds,as into the 
uckow,the ſwan, the bull and ram,@'c. What, I ſay, do all 
heſe mean, but lively repreſent unto us the cruel man=- 
ers,and wicked qualities of tyrants > Therefore when he 
began to reign,the golden age ceaſed, the Lamb durſt play 
no longer with the Wolf, men could not live ſecurely and 
happily as they did before : in his reign began rebellions 
hen the Giants conſpired againſt him ; for what could he 
elle expe&, but that his ſubjeQs ſhould rebel againſt him, 
who rebelled againſt his own father > His advancing of the 
Swan his whore, and placing her among the ſtars, the ho- 
nour he gave to the Goat his nurſe, in making ner a Con- 
ſellation, and in wearing her skin upon his target, called 
therefore &£Zg%, doth ſhew us how Tyrants advance ljcens 
tiouſneſs, and wantonneſs, and rapacity alſo,as they inti- 
mated by the Eagle that ſtill waited on him, and drew his 
chariot, As Kings may be called Foves,ſo Tyrants fhould be 
called Vejoyes, who are fitly repreſented by that pi&ure of 
Fupiter in the form of a boy,with horns on his head,arrows - 
in both his hands, and a Goat by him, ſhewing to us the 
childiſh, hurtful, and wanton diſpoſition of Tyrants, 4. Fu- 
piter is taken ſometime for the air, in Poets ; ſometime for 
the element of fire,and Funo for the air,therefore they made

n the cold Northern countries,for theNorthern people by 
eaſon of abundance of blood, and exceſſive drinking, are 
noſt given to ſtrife and contentions He was worſhipped. 
n Lemnos,. where men were ſacrificed to him, to ſhew the 
cruelty of ſouldiers,and of that place in particularthis com- 
>anions were fear,and anger;and clamor ; for theſe do in- 
eparably accompany war, Therefore terror and fear were 
the two horſes that drew his chariot, and Belong his ſiſter 
with a bloody whip did fill wait upon him ; for this cauſe 
the Wolf of all creatures moſt ſavage, and the ravenous. 
ulture,and the watchful Dog, and the cheating Pye, and 
the Cock alſo, which. is a warlike and quarrelſom bird, 
were all dedicated to him. The Scythians dedicated only to 
Mirgtemple,altars, and ſtatues, and to no other gods, be- 
cauſe they delighted in wars;and by rapine,ſpoils,and op- 
preſſion of their neighbours, rtey maintained their own 
eſtate ; hence Mars was {aid to be born in Thracia,to ſhew 
what a warlike Nation that was;zand becauſe the horſe is a. 
warlike creature,therefore, he was ſacrificed to Mars: & his 
chariot was drawn by horſes in ancient pi&ures,he himſelf 
litting on high in his compleat and terrible arms,both of 
fenfive and defenſive; F ame,having her body and wings full 
of eyes,ears, and tongues ſounds the trumpet befofe him, to 
ſhew that wars oftentimes follow upon evil reports, And

For this cauſe they gave power to Mercury, to appeaſe 
ſtorms and tempeſts:for as Neptune ſetleth the tempeſtuous 
ſeas ; ſo doth Mercury, or eloquence, pacthe a ſtormy and 
tempeſtuous State, 8. I find that ſometimes Mercury and 
Mixeruva were painted: together, to ſhew how needful the 
tongue and hand are to get wiſdom the one-by ſpeaking, 
the other by writing : and that all Common-wealths ſtand 
in need of eloquent men,and skilful Artificers: for by libe- 
ral ſciences,and handicrafts,the State is ſupported : And 
is it not fitting that they who are verbal profeflors, and 
Mercuries in their tongues,ſhould be allo Minerva'sin their 
hands, and doers of good works ? ' 9, Mercury was painted 
with a rod in his hand wrapt about with two'Serpents em- 
braceing each other : by which is ſignified,that eloquence 
muſt be joyned with wiſdom, whereof the Serpent is the 
emblem ; and where wiſdom and cloquence are conjoyned 
there the State is well governed, which is fignified by the 
rod or Scepter, the ſymbol of Government.

tion is the means to preſerve our Religion,eſpectally if 
be Virgins, that is,pure and holy ; and we muſt not ſuf

&ion of the Miniſtry, When the Trojans loſt their Pglk 
dium, they quickly after loſt their City ; fo if we loſe ar 
Religion, we muſt alſo look to loſe that City, whok 
Builder and maker is God.

were comforted and incouraged in their fervice, and Ma= 
ters and Miſtrefles were admoniſhed not to inſult over 
heir ſervants; If this equity was obſerved among the 
Gentiles, much more ſhould jt be'-among Chriſtians ; For 
n Chriſt we know there is no difference between bond and 
free, maſter and ſervant. 14. Minervs was worſhipped 
upon the ſame altar,\ometime with Yulcan, ſometime with 
Neptune : to ſhew that Arts and Handy-crafts cannot be 
exerciſed without Fire and Water ; and whereas Yulcan 
would have married Minerva, but could never get her good 
will, for ſhe was a perpetual Virgin, therefore ſhe was

having recetved of Bacchus a favour,that whatſoever he would 
ak of bim, be ſhould obtain; asked, that all he ſhould touch 
might he turned into Gold ; this being granted bim, his houſes 
tables, beds, yea, meat and drink were converted into Gold ; 
but being ready to flarve,defired Bacchus to rake hi gift again; 
be counſelled him to waſh bis body in the river Pa@olus, 
which he did, and returned again to his former condition ; 
and ever fince that time the River hath had golden Sands ; cal- 
led therefore Chryſorrhzus ; afterward, being defired to be 
Umpire between Apollo and Pan, or, as others ſay, Marſyas, 
contending for (uperiority in Mufick,:;Midas paſt bis vertlict 
for Marſyas, at which Apollo being incenſed, gave him 
Aſſes ears, which he bid ſo cunninzly , that none knew of them, 
except the Barber, who notwithſtanding\could not concealit, but

” Midas we have the Pi&ure of a rich covetous miſet 
whoſe affe&1ons are wholly ſet on gold and wealth 
making money of every thing he poſleſſeth ;ſo the coveroy 
Farmer many times for love of money deprives himſelf 
and family of neceſlary provifionzof which he repents,a 
finds a piece of bread more precious to a hungry ſtoma, 
than all the gold in the world ; ſo many rich miſers are re 
dy to ſtarve in the midſt of their gold, not having powery 
beſtow neceſlaries on themſelves, for fear of diminiſhiy 
their heaps, We ſee here alſo the folly and madnelse 
ſome mens wiſhes, who pray mariy times for that which 
proves their deſtrugtion.

prefled « therefore Nemeſ6s is painted with a bridle and a 
ruler, by which is repreſented Gods juſtice in curbing and 
holding in of wicked men, and in ruling of the World.

E wa the god of the Sea, the ſon of Saturn and Ops, the 
M1 busband of Amphitrite ; of whom,and of ſea-Nymphs be 
Wl begot multitudes of children; be,with Apollo,built the walls of 
Troy, and was the firſt that taught men hor[emanſhip.

1, THe Gentiles gave divers names to one and the ſame 
. power ofGod as it is diffaſed into divers parts ofthe 
worid; inheaven it is called Fupzter, in the fire Yalcan, in 
the air Funo, in the waters Neptune, in the.earth Peſta, &c.- 
ſo that by Neptune they meant that power which 1s in'the 
ſea, moving it with diverſe motions, preſerving it frony 
putrefation, and reſtraining it from drowning the earth'; 
for which cauſe perhaps they gave him a'Trident,or three 
forked Scepter : and as by Neptune they underſtood-the di- 
vine power or nature of the Sea, ſo by' Amphitrite they 
meant the body er matter of the Sea, of which multitudes 
of fiſhes are engendred, which they called the children 6f 
Neptune. 2, He is ſaid to find out the uſe of Horſman- 
ſhip, becauſe one of that name taught men firſt ro ride ;'or 
elſe becauſe ſhips ſeem to ride on the ſea, as horſes on the 
land ; therefore Plautus calls a ſhip a wooden horſe, Nolo 
vehi equo Ligneo: or clſe becauſe ſudden eruptions of the ſea 
have cauſed men to get on horſeback for the greater expe- 
dition,to avoid drowning, who perhaps otherwiſe had not 
ridatall ; or it may be, that ſome horſe might be ſen 
lwimming towards the ſhore, which had eſcaped from ſhip- 
wrack, which might give occaſion'to the 1gnorant country: 
people to ſuppoſe, that Neptune gave the firſt horſe, for 
which cauſe he;.was called immQ©: Ilge/by Neptune the 
horſeman ; or laſtly, by the horſe may be meant,the ſwift- 
neſs and mobility of the Sea; therefore becauſc the ſtars of

ſometimes calm: they made him gray-haired, and gave 
him a blue garment,that by the onezthey might expreſs the 
foaming, by the other,the colour of the ſea: therefore blue 
15called in Plautus,Color thalaſſius; the ſea-colour, They 
gave him aChariot drawn with horſes,or,as ſome ſay,with 
rea! and monſtrous Fiſhes, to fignifie the ſwiftneſs of the 
eazthey gave him a Trident inſtead of a Scepter, by which 
ſometimes he moved and ſhook the earth, to ſhew that the 
ſea, by reaſon of ſome ſubterraneal paſlages, gets under the 


ground, and ſhakes the neighbouring ſhores with earth- 
quakes in all the three parts of the earth, AfiazEurope, and 
Africa ; if they had known America, they would have made 
h1s Scepter four-forked,and have called it not Tridens, but 
Quadrens: They made the Sea nymphs or Nercides wait up« 
on his Charior, as Virgil in the fifth of thee/Eneids,placeth 
Glaucns, Palemon, the Tritons, and the whole company «& 
Phorgus on the right hand of Neptune; and on the left Theti 
Melite, Panopea, and the other ſex-nymphs, by which they 
meant-the divers forts of fiſhes, as their names exprels ; 
and'among the reſt, Triton is called Neptunes Trumpeter by 
the Poets, at the ſound” of whoſe ſhell-Trumpet the ſea 
cealſeth to rage ; becauſe ſome ſea monſters have appeared 
in fuch a form as they deſcribe Triton, and they ſeldom ap- 
pear but after a ſtorm in a great calm : and as for Palgmut 
or Portunzs,ne was the god of harbanre, whom ſea-men ho- 
noured with ſacrifices upon their returning from any voy- 
age, '4. They uſe topaint Neptune holding of a Plow, 
with a cart behind him;intimating bythis,that without the 
fea the earth could not be fruitful; for not only do the lea- 
weeds and ſands ſerve in fome places for dung to barren 
ground, but alſo the Sea-water is an help to fertility, as WE 
' fee in alt mariſhes : beſides, without rain the earth- cannot 

frutihe, but rain is begot of yvapours extraGed out of the 

ſea ; and therefore perhaps he is the god of horſes, becaule 

in ſalt mariſhes horſes are cured of worms and other diſea- 
tes , for this cauſe they uſed in 1lyricum to fling every 
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four horſes into the ſea, as a ſacrifice for Neptune « and the 
Romans (to ſhew that Neprune had the charge of horſes) 
appointed horſe-races,called Lud! Circen ſes, to the'honour 
of Neptune : and as the foot Companies in their Wars had 
purple for their Colours or Enſtgns, ſo the horſe Compa- 
nies had blue, which is the ſea-colour, Or I think rather, 
that the horſes whereofNeptune was god are the ſea-horſes, 
called Hippocampi, having two fore-feet like thoſe of an 
horſe, and the tay] or hinder part ofa fiih s and therefore 
this, as all other monſtrous fiſhes are called by the Poets, 
Neptunz pecudes.z, and not only were horſes dedicated to 
Neptnne, but alſo to Apollo, Diana,Funo, and Mars, therefore 
Romulus appointed horije-races, called, Equiria in campo 
Ma: tio, to the honour of Mars, which were different from 
_ the Neprunalia,or ludi Circences,l ſpake of but now. 5.Nef= 
zune Was called Conſus a conſulendo, from giving counſel or 
adyice; for it was he that counſelled theRomans to raviſh 
the Sabinian women; but indeed for better reaſons may the 
ſea be called Conſus, for it counſels us by its eruptions and 
inundations to fear God, and to repent for fin, The har+ 
mony it keeps in its motion with the Moon, counſels us to 
follow the direQions of Gods word in heavenly things: its 
faltneſs counſels us to have ſalt 'in our ſelves; Remember 
Lots Wife. The fruitfulneſs of the ſea, and riches thereof, 
counſels us to bring forth much fruit,and to be rich in good 
works, Theſe and many. ſuch like counſels have we from 
this Conſus: which alſo counſels us to be humble,and not to 
[well with a conceit of our own worth or perfeCtions : for 
though all Rivers run into the ſea, yet it ſweis never the 
more for that : and likewiſe the ſea counſels us to be con» 
tent with our own, and not to encroach ypon other mens Y 
eſtates ; for the ſea is content with its own bounds, though 2 
of its own nature, ſcituation, and greatneſs, it be able to : 
drown the whole earth again. TheRomans had done better 
to have ere&ed an altarto Conſm for theſe reaſons, then 
for counſelling them to oppreſs and wrong their neigh- 
bours by raviſhing their women.

either becauſe the ſea encompaſſeth the earth,or is encom- 
paſſed by theair. 9, Neptune fell in love with Theophanes 
that beautiful virgin,whole good will that he might obtain 
he converted her jato an Ewe,apd himſelf iato a Ram,the 
reſt of her ſuiters into Wolves ; of her he begot the golden 
fleeced Ram, which carried Phyyxxs to Colcks ; by this (I

accuſation of his ſtep-mother Phedra to Theſeus, as if Hip- 
Polytus would have raviſhed her : whereas his innocency 
and goodneſs were known; ard had Neptune been x, jult

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Prince,he would haye examined the matter, and net raſh] 
condemned the innocent. 14. Neptune in Homey with th, 
other gods are feafted in Ethiopia ; by which is intimate} 
that they were a religious and devout people, I wiſh y 
were as ready to feaſt the true God by faith and holinck: 
for he will come and ſup with ſuch : but we ſuffer Aim t 
ſtand 8& knock at the door of our hearts and will not oye, 
Let rich men alſo learn to feaſtChriſt in his poor member, 
that he may in the laſt daythank them for feeding him whey 
he was hungry: otherwiſe the Ethiopians that feaſted Fupi- 
ter,Neptune,8& the other gods,will riſe in judgment againf 
us. 15. As Funo had the charge of the City gates,and xj.

ſtrongeſt of gods) ate required for the preſervation of Ci. 
ties and States, £6, Our Saviour Chriſt is the true Neptune, 
the god of the ſea, whon both winds & ſeas obey ,; the trye 
Son of God in reſpe& of his divinity, and of Ops, or of the 
earth in regard of his humanity ;zwho hath the trueTrident, 
or full power of heaven and earth giyen to him,& likewiſe 
the keys of death and hell ; he is the true 2yvengau@ of 
ſhaker of the earth,as he made it appear both at his death, 
and reſurre&ion ; and the true Conſus, or God of counle,, 
for his name is in T(aiah The Counſellor : he hath married 
the virgin of theChurch,the faireſt of women: who may be 
called Theophanes,becaulſe it was to her,& for her thatGod 
appeared in the fleſh : therefore the day of Chrifts nativity 
was called by the ancient Chriſtians 982gerea, the day df 
Gods apparition: for then did he lay aſide his Majeſty,and 
took upon him the form of a ſeryant,that he might buildthe 
walles of the new Feruſalem And laſtly as theGreeks called 
Neptune, Pofidona,that is,zmviay eiS/lu,making the image,be- 
cauſe, of ail theelements, water only repreſents or makes 
images, by reaſon of its ſmoothneſs and clearneſs ; ſo 1t was 
Chriſt that made us at firſt to the image of God, and after- 
ward repaired this image, being decayed in us;afit work for 
him,who is the expreſs and eſſential image of his Father.

7. Neptunus, Oceanus, Nerens, Tethys, Glaucus,Thetis,Triton, 
Phorcus, Proteus, and divers other mentioned in the Poets, 
are but different names of the ſame thing, to wit, the Sea. 
Nereus, Thetis, Proteus, are ſaid to transform themſelves in 
todivers ſhapes, to fignifie, as | think, the divers colours 
of the Sea-water, which ſometimes looks green, therefore 
they gave the Nereids green hair, Virides Neredium comas ; 
ſometimes whiteztherefore Ther is painted with gray hairs, 
and a white garment; partly to intimate the Antiquity of 
Navigation, and partly alſo, as I ſuppoſe, the cares and 
fears of Sea-men : for cura facit canos; and Sea-men become

the ſeven Planets; he is painted alſo with wings, to ſhew 
the ſwiftneſs of the heavens motion. 2. By Pan ſome 
underſtand the Sun, for his horns ſignifie the Sun-beams : 
and his crooked ſtaff may ſhew the Suns oblique motion n 
the Zodiack ; his long beard repreſents his beams wRY th

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caſteth downwards,as the horns, his beams which ke dart

proach ; he is the god of Mountains, Woods, and Groye, 
becauſe in ſuch places he was firſt worſhipped ; and hes 
called the god of ſhepherds, becauſe they firſt admire 
the Suns motion, power, and beauty, and ſo gave him dj. 
vine honours : or becauſe ſhepherds being Rill abroad with 
their Flocks, ſtand moſt in nezd of his light and heat hy 
was chiefly worſhipped by the 4rcadians(Pan devs Arcalia) 
becauſe that Eountry moſt abuunded in thepherds, why 
called him the Lord of the Woods, or of the Univerle tz: 
ther;and becauſe Pan was uſed to drive away Wolves, tha 
they might not hurt the flocks, he was called Pan Lycey, 
and to him was ereQed the Lupercal at Romezand thoſe fe. 
ſtivities called Lupercalia ; and not only Pax but Fupiter a. 
fo was called Lyceus, perhaps by both names they meant bu 
one God.And in the ſame place, to wit, in Lyceumza hill d 
Arcadia, Bacchus alſo was worſhipped with Pan and Fupiter; 
Evander | find brough this Pan-worſhip into Italy iron 
Arcadia, his Country, 3. Pan was much given to Juſt and 
venery, therefore rhey feign that he was begot of Mera 
in the form of a Goat, and that he had the horns, beard 
kairineſs, and cloven feet of a Goat: perhaps they miglt 
. fignifie. that the Sun whom they meant by Pan, with li 
heat and influence being temperate, ſtirs up yenery, al 
deſire of procrearion in all ſenſitive creatures, namely, 
che Spring, when he cometh towards us, and his heath 
moderate ; then, as the Poet ſaith, all ſenſitive creat 
feeling him; In farias ignemque ruunt.

I think'by this Helmet myy be 
meant the Grave or Coffin,by which the dead are made in- 
viſible to us, and by it they are defended from the injuries 
of beaſts and birds. 10, The Cypreſs tree was dedicated 
Pluts,and with the leaves of it he was wont to be crowned, 
to ſhew the nature of death;for as this tree being cut down 
never buds or grows again; ſo neither do the deadril 
again, by the courſe of nature,therefore this tree was mud 
uſed in funerals, and chiefly becauſe of its ſtrong ſmell, ft 
to keep off the ſtench of the dead bodies while they were 
burning ; of all the wealth that a rich man enjoys,this tre:

ThePrieſts ofCybele,called Gall, 
from the riverGallas inPhrygia,uſed to geld themſelyes,and 
with:ſharp knives to cut a {laſh their own fleſh : what 
reaſon then have Papiſts to brag of their devotion and zeal 
on geod-friday in _ of themſelves, or in their vew 
of yoluntary chaſtity? ls not gelding more than forbearing ;

fording Temples to him only in the Country : And at laſt 
the Romans themſelyes began to abhor ſach a blous/ 
ged, when in the Proconſulſhip of Tiberius they crucihed 
bis Prieſt for offering infants to him.

were but three Statues of the Sibyls at Rome, to wit, of Cys 
mana,Delphica, and Erythrea, and they were called Pheby- 
des, or Pythiz, at firſt ; as being inſpired by Apollo ; but all 
inſpired women were afterward called'$7byls ; whereof ten 
were of chief note, 2. Sibyllg Delphica was the moſt anci- 
ent of them all ; ſhe was born at Delphz,and lived long be- 
fore the Trojan wars, the deſtruion of which ſhe pro- 
phefied; and 'tis thought that Homer inſerted many of her 
verſes into his works. S7bylla Erythreri, Latantius faith, was 
a Babylonian, as ſhe confefleth her ſelf, about the end of 
her third book of Oracles : as all the $ibyls propheſied 
{omething of Chriſt, ſo ſhe did moſt fully and clearly ;

5, Tothe fl 
Sum were dedicated the Wolf for his rapacity, expreſſin 
the force of the Suns heat in *conſuming of moyſture W. 
yapours;the Hawk for his ſwifrneſs and quick fight, to ſhew 
the ſwiftneſs of the Suns motion, and that he js the eye of 
the world ; the black Raven and the white Swan,to expreſs 
the quality of night and day, which the Sun cauſeth, the 
one by his abſence, the other by his preſence ; the Cock 
alſo, becauſe he ſalutes the day with his crowing. 6, I find 
him painted ſometimes with arrows in one hand, and the 
Graces inthe other, to ſhew what hurt and benefit we re. 
ceive by his heat ; more benefit than hurt,for he holds on- 
ly twoarrows, but three Graces. 7. the Sun was painted 
with four ears, byt one tongue, to teach us, that a wiſe man 
ſhould hear much, but ſpeak little, $8, The Sun was repre- 
ſented among the Egyptians by a Scepter and an Eye, to 
ſhew that he is the Eye of the World and King of the Pla- 
nets. 9, I find the Sun ſometimes pictured with a Crown 
on his head, beſet with twelve precious ſtones, aud ſome- 
times with four pots or urns at hisfeet; by this, I think, 
they meant the year with jts twelve months and four ſea- 
ſons: ſometimes again he fits upon a Lion, and carrieth a 
basket on his head, a Lance in hjs hand,with the piCture of 
yictory on it ; by this doubtleſs they underſtood, that the 
Suns hcat tameth the wildeſt beaſts that are, that all our 
plenty and filling of our baskets are from his influence, and 
that he like a triumphant Conquerour rides in his golden 
Chariot about the World. Who would ſee more of $91,lct 
him look upon the title Apollo. |

vanities, whereof now they reap no other fruit but ſhame 


and confuſion.

theriver of lamentation and complaint,which their friends 


make that part with them : and they themſelyes, both for 


their former follies,and for loſing their former delights and 
vanities. Thele rivers are ſaid to flow from Plato's throne, 
becauſe the remembrance of that dominion which death 
ſhall have over them is the eauſeof theſe ſorrows and com- 
plaints. Some add the fourth river,callied Phlegeton, from 
Burning, by which may be meant the wrath of God which 
burneth like a river of brimſtone. 3. Becauſe Vifory, the 


daughter of Styx,aſſiſted Fupiter againſt the Tirans, there- 


fore he beſtowed this honour apon her, that none of the 

ods ſhoyld ſwear by Styx in vain ; whoſoever did,was de, 
fe from Nefar and Ambrofsg for a whole year; The rea- 
ſon why they would not ſwear by $3yx, is, becauſe to ſwear 
by any thing is to honour it ; but they would not honour 
that which is ſo repugnant to their nature ; for Styx ſignific 
eth ſorrow or hatred, of which the gods are not capable, 
ſeeing their life conſiſteth in joy and love, But by this we 
ſee what ſhame it is for Chriſtians to take Gods name in 
rain, ſeeing the Gentile-gods would not take the name of 
Sx in vain ; What can ſuch Chriftians look for,that have 
no more reverence to Gods ſacred Name, but to be debar- 
red from Ne#ar and Ambrof6a,even from life and immorta- 
lity > Foy the Lord will net bold them guiltleſs that take his 
Name in vain.a. As Styx aſliſted Fupiter againſt the Titans , 


ſo Acheron affiſted them by affording water to them when 


they fought againſt Fupiter: therefore as F1yx was honoured 
for her loyalty ; ſo Acheren for diſloyalty is thruſt down to 


hell. By this Princes arc ravght to reward their faithful and 


loyal ſervants, and to puniſh ſuch as ſeek their ruine.

Tithonus lived ſo long, till he was weary « 
his life z and what wonder, ſecing this life at beſt gives no 
true content, much Jeſs in old age,which is it ſelf a diſcaſe, 
and that incurable ; which Solomon calls, The evil days, 
wherein a man takes no pleaſure ; as old Bargillai ſhewed 
to David. 5. Old Tithoxas is turned into 4 grazhopper, 0 
ſhew, that old men are much giyen to chatting and prat- 
ling ; therefore Homer ſaith (11iad.1.3. ) that the old Tro- 
jan men ſitting in the Gates were 7z9]{ 4007 $0/X9745, like 
Graſhoppers in a Wood fitting upon Trees.

tor be hath' turned Chriſts hea venly Kingdom 1uto ky 
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earthly Monarchy ; he makes war agaitiſt heaven; by op- 
poling Gods Ordinances;hath ſtretched out his hands from 
Eaſt to Weſt, that 1s his Empire : he hath with Typhon lifted 
up his head to heaven, exalting himſelf above every thing 
that is called God : his ſnaky hands and feet ſhew that his 
ways and aQtions are full of poyſon, and ſerpentine craft : 
and if we conſider his ctuelty againſt Proteftants,he may be 
ſaid to have had a Dragonfor his Nurſe:he breaths nothing 
but fire out of his mouth, to intimate his blaſphemies, or 
edicts to burn hereticks : he was ſent as a plague to puniſh 
the world but at laſt ſhall be overcome by the bref 
Gods mouth, as Typhon was by Fupiters thunder. Enceladus 


and Typhon never ſhook and troubled etna and Inarime ſo 


much, as he hath moved and troubled Italy, and indeed the 
whole world, But it was Funo, the goddeſs of wealth, that 
produced this monſter out of the earth, and it was wealth 
that raiſed the Pope to that pride and greatneſs, by whick 


| ke hath troubled the world ever ſince, And laſtly, as the 


gads wereſo affrighted at the greatngſs and bigneſs of Ty- 
phon when he challenged Fupiter, that they fled into @#- 
gypt for fear,and turned themſelves into beaſts : even ſo did 
the Kings of Europe for fear of the Popes greatneſs, threat- 


| fiings, and excommunications, hide themfelves in tie A- 


gyptian darkneſs of ignorance, and cowardly, like beaſts, 
lubmit their necks and Crowns to his diſpofing.

thereof are not to burn our bearts.as the torches of earthly 
love do, but to illuminate our minds, and to puritie our 
hearts trom all carnal luſts and worldly deſires, 2, There 
was a kind of love among the ancients,called Amor | ethaw, 
whoſe Image was worſhipped in the Temple of Venus Ery- 
cina; this love was painted dipping his arrows in the R1- 
ver,to ſignifi: that ſome are willing to forget divers things 
that they have Joved; I wiſh that we would with this 4mor 
Lithaus quench the torches of vain love, and the fervent 
aftefttions we nave to ea rihiy things, in the waters of tears 
and repentance, 3}, There was a Temple dedicated to 
Venus Libiting, where the Cofhins of the dead were a. to 
eW 
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ſhew that love 1s the cauſe of corruption, as well as of ges- 
neration : I am ſure, love in many impotent and intempe- 
rate'young people, may be called Fenu Libiting ; for the 
brings many to their grave, before they have lived half 
their days. 4. Mutual love, called by the Greeks Eros 
and Anteros, was expreſfed by two little Cupids, whereof 
the one did ſtruggle with the other, to-get away the branch 
of Palm which he had in his hand, to ſignife that we 
 ſþould ſtrive to overcome one another in love. 5./Venu was 
painted of old rifing out of the Sea, fitting in a ſhell, in 
. which ſhe was carried to Paphos ; ſhe was alſo painted na- 
ked, crowned with Roſes, having her Chariot drawn 
ſametimes with Doves, ſometimes with white Swans and 
Sparrows : to fignifie the nature of carnal love or luſt : 
which is begot of the Sea-froth, for ſalt is a friend to Pe- 
2#, and froth is quickly gone: and to ſhew that Cyprus 
was much given to Venery, therefore ſhe was worſhipped 
there moſt of all, and called Cypria from thence: the is 
naked, for ſhe ſtrips men of their eſtates 3 and the Whore 
will leave them naked at laſt : or her nakedneſs may figni- 
fe that all things ſhould be open and naked among lovers, 
and nothing hid in the heart; or by this nakedneſs 1s 
meant, that love cannot be concealed or long hid : her 
crown of Roſes ſhew that ſweet ſmells,eſpecially of Roſes, 
areprovocativesto luſt ; the Doves thew the ſincerity and 
want of gall, quarrelling, or mali& in love ; the white 
Swans ſhew, that love ji», or j1hould be innocent and clean, 
becauſe the Swans fing ſweetly, as they held ; by which 
they would ſhzw, that Muſick procures love : the Spar- 
rows fignifie wantonneſs ; her croſſing over the Sea1ina 
ſhell ſignifies the dangers, bitterneſs, and divers ſtorms or 
troubles, that lovers are ſubje& to, 6, There was at Rome 
the Image of Venus Verticordi; becauſe ſhe- turned mens 
hearts and affe&ions from lult to modeſty and vertue , I 
wiſh our young wanton Gallants would look upon that 
Image, that ſo they might be converted from laſcivi- 
oufneſs, to the ways of vertue, modeſty, and goodneſs. 
7. The Roſe was dedicated to Venus, to ſhew the nature of 
love, which is full of prickles as well as$ of {weetneſs : 
when the ſweetneſs and beauty of the Roſe is gone; the.

10, Mar- l 
ceus built the Teryple of Venus, atter the ſubduing of 5- 
racuſa,za mile from the City ; but Fenus hath her Temples | 
no where ſo frequent as within our Cities : by this we may | 
ſee how much we degenerate from the Roman modeſty, Ml. 
T1. Venus was wont ſometimes to be painted fitting upon a 
Goat, and treading upon a Snail; to ſhew that a modeſt 
woman ſhould ſubdue goatiſh wantonneſs, and fhould,like 
the Snaj], carry her houſe about her, and give her ſelfto 
ſilence; | for the Tortoiſe or Snail wants a Tongue, 
12, Venus Armata was painted jn her compleat Arms, in 
memory of the Lacedemonian Women, who pat the Meſ- - 
ſenians to flight ; but, I think, this was to let us ſee, that 
militat omnis amans, every Lover is a Souldjer, and that 
no ſword is ſharper than Yenus her Launce ; and that he 
who is in love mult have a good Head-piece, Corſlet, and 
Target to keep off the diſdainful repulſes of a proud or 
coy Woman, when ſhe is loved or ſought after; and 
3s Venus was painted with fetters at her feet, ſo no men 
are tyed with ſuch ſtrong fetters, as they who are held 
with the Fetters of Love. 13. Venus Caluata, or bald 
Venus, was worſhipped in memory of the Roman Wo- 
men ; who, when the Capitol was befieged by the Gauls, 
parted with their hair to make ſtrings for the warlike 
Engines : but, I think, Venus may be called Calvata, or 
bald, becauſe intemperate Venery. begets baldneſs, by 
exhauſting the radical moyſture of the body.

beauty,riches,and wiſdom 3 but too many, with Paris,pre-

"D; Veſia they meant fometimes the earth it ſelf, and 


in this reſpe& ſhe is called the mother of Saturn, 
for the is the mother of all the gods; And ſometimes they 
meant the fire within the bowels of the earth, or the natu- 
ral heat by which all earthly creatures are generated and 
fomented ; ſo Veſtg is the daughter of Saturn and Rhtw 
becauſe this fire or -native heat, is begot by Time in the 
earth, and uf the earth, 2, To this goddeſs a Temple was 
refed at Rome of a round form, to ſhew the roundneſs of 
the earth :-on it was a round Altar,upon which burned con- 
tinually two lamps kept and maintained by the Veſtal wi. 
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ins; if at any time theſe lamps went outzthe Veſtal Nuns 
were puniſhed with geath ; they were Jet down by a 
Ladder into a deep Vault, with ſome meat and drink, and 
a light by them, that ſothey might not be thought to ſuf- 
fer a violent death, but might die by degrees, as their food 
2nd light failed them. This going our of the Veſta] fire, 
2nd the puniſhment of her Virgins was alwaies held omi- 
nous and fatal to the State ot Rome : I am ſure it 1s an 
owinous thing to our State ; and indeed the ruine of it 1s 
portended by the going out of the fre of loye and charity 
amongſt us, which ought to burn perpetually on the altars 
of our hearts. 3, As on Veſta's altar burned two lamps, 
which if they went out: were not to be kindled again by 
any earthly fire, but by the Cwleſtial hear of the Sunzeven 
ſo there ſhould burn and ſhine on the Altars of our hearts 
the two lamps of love, to wit, the Joye of God and of our 
neighbour ; which being extinguiſhed, cannot be kindled 
294i, but by the Celeſtial fire of Gods Spirit, which de- 
ſcended upon the Apoſtles in hery tongues, 4. From Yeſts 
the threſholds and porches of houſes were called Veſtibulg, 
for they were conſecrated to her z andin them the Romans 
did eat and drink as we do in our Parlours ; intimating, 

that all their food came from the earth : and therefore in 

all ſacrifices ſhe was firſt nominated before any other gods; 
becauſe without the benefits and increaſe of the earth, 

there conld be no ſacrifice : and becauſe there can be no 

houſe-keeping or families maintained without food, which 

is the benefit and fruit of the earth;they made her one,yea, 
the chiefeſt of their PENATES,oer houihold gods, 5. Upon 
the top of Yejta's Temple ſtood the Image of Veſts, holding 
little Fupiter in her arms, becauſe it was ſaid that ſhe 
fed Fupiter in his infancy 3 1t is the earth indeed that feeds 
us all, both rich and poor, Princes and beggars, 6, When 

all the other gods move abroadin their Cnariots,only Veſts 
is ſaid to ſtay at home,or to remain unmoveable 1n Fupreers 
houſe ; by this they meanr, that of all the fimple bodies, 

the earth only remains unmoveable in the midſt of Fu-

E was the Son of Laertes and Antichea, the Hwsband of 

Penelope, and Father of Telemachus ; 4 ſubsilezele- 

quent and valiant Grecian, who having done good ſervice inthe 

Trojan wars, and having (uffered much both by Sea and Land, 

after twenty years abſence, returns again to bis Penelope, and 
killed all her Suitors.

1.JN the perſon of 4lyſſes we have painted out untous,the 

affefions and ſufferings of a wiſe and good man; the 
firſt wiſe a&ion of his, that we read of, was this, that he 
fhewed his-averſeneſs to go to war by counterfeiting him- 
ſelfmad, when he plowed with beaſts of a different n- 
ture, and ſowed Salt inſtead of Corn ; no wiſe man will 
be too haſty to undertake a War : Omnia privs tentunis 
quam ad arma veniendum. 2, He ſhewed his wiſdom 1n 
diſcovering of Achilles diſguiſed in womans apparel, and 
getting him to go along with him to the War. Strength and 
Policy muſt go together, for the' one without the other 
will do little good : #trumque per ſe indigens, alterum altt” 
rius auxilio eget, Zaluſk. Which 1Ylyſſes ſhewed, when not 


truſting to his own wit and policy alone, he carried along 
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th him Hercules his Arrows; the policy of Ylyſſes with 
e Arrows of Hercules can do any thing in Wars, 
He ſhewed his wiſdom in removing from Troy ſe- 
etly the Aſhes of Laomedon, and the Palladium or Image 
f Pallas, in which the ſafety of Troy conliſted,; for it 
25 impregnable ſo long as that remained there ; a wiſe 
an will not go about the performance of any great aQi- _ 
ntill he hath remoyed all impediments and obſtacles out 
fthe way, 4, He ſhewed his wiſdom in killing Rheſus 
e King of Thrace, and leading away his Horſes before 
key had taſted of Xanthzs, for until that was done, no 
ope of prevailing againſt Troy: There is no hope of de- 
roying ſpiritual Babylon, or the Kingdom of Antichriſt, 
nil firſt we remove their Reliques and Tmages, and de- 
Iroy their Hierarchy. 5. His wiſdom was leen in bjnd- 
ng his fellows, and -bringing them home, who had for- 
bot to return having taſted of the herb Lotos, It is wiſ=- 
dom to ſubdue all delightful pleaſures, which make us 
(25 the Lotos did Hlyſſes his fellows ) forget to return 
home into the way of Righteouſneſs, out of which we have 
wandered, and have refuſed ro return, being ſtupifyed 
vith the pleaſing vanities of this World, 6. It was a 
wiſe a& in nim to thruſt out the eye of the drunken Giant 
Polyphemus, and by this means to free himſelf and his fel. 
lows under the Sheeps bellies from being devoured by 
him in his Cave; If we be wiſe, and cloath our ſelves 
with Innocency, we 1hall eſcape any danger, eſpecially if 
with Wiſdom and Innocency we joyn Sobriety ; for ſo- 
ber 4lyſſes, though weak, maſtered the drunken Giant 
Polyphemus, though incredibly ſtrong. 7, It was not the 
leaſt part of wiſdom in him to reſcue his fellows from 
Circes inchantments, and cauſing her by his drawn Sword 
to reſtore them again to their own ſhaps, being turned 
Into beaſts by her witchcrafts ; from which transformation 
he was free himſelf, having received a Medicine to 
that purpoſe from Mercury : He that hath true Chriſtian 
wiſdom and valour will not be taken with the inchant- 
Ings of Whores. The Word of God is a better Mcd1- 
Cine than Mercuries was, and a ſharper Sword than that 
of #yſſes-; by which we may be enabled to veep = 
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ſelyes from fornication and other unlawful delights, ani 
alloto reſcue and ſave others. 8, As he ſhewed his co 

rage in going down to hell, ſs his wiſdom was ſeen inf 
turning thence, Afflitions and croſles is the hell throu 
which Gods children muſt paſs : therefore we had need 
Chriſtian magnanimity and wiſdom, that we may over 
come the many difficulties thereof, 9, He ſhewed the pariſſho 
of a wiſe man in ſtopping the ears of his fellows that thy 
might not hear the inchanting ſongs of the Sirens; and 
cauſed himſelf to be bound fa to the maſt, that he might 
not have power to goto them;every wiſe Chriſtian ſhoulf 
ſtop his ears from hearing the enticing ſongs of (iaful plex. 
ſures, and ſhould bind himſelf with the cords of Realon, 
that he may not be drowned in the Sea of ſhame andcyr 
fuſion, 10, Hedid wiſely in ſailing between Scylls adi 
Charibds, to keep the middle way, for ſo he eſcaped th 
danger of both, It were happy if we had this point « 
 wiſdom,not to came too near the Rock of preſumption off 
the right hand, nor of deſperation on the left. 11, Hi 
wiſdom and valour were ſeen in killing the Suitors that 
ſpent his eſtate, and went about to withdraw his Penelope: 
affetion from kim ; Let us ſhew the ſame wiſdom and va- 
lour in maſtering the Devil, the World, the Fleſh, and all 
our ſins, which ( like ſo many 1mportunate ſuitors ) go 
about to draw away our ſouls, which ought to be our chalt 
Penelope. 12. But in this life is no perfeRtion ; wile {+ 
lyſſes committed ſome as of folly ; as when he fallly ac 
cuſed Palamedes, and ſacrilegioufly robbed the Temple ol 
Minerva, and carleſly ſuffered his men to look into the d

hen by Leucothoe, then by Naufica, and at laſt, by the help 
fMinerva, came ſafely home, and enjoyed his own King- 4 
om having killed all his enemies; fo after we have = 
wghr the good fight, we ſhall at laſt obtain the crown of 4

.mo4He Egyptiins were wont to paint Fupiter putting an 
pes egge outof his mouth, and out of that Yulcan pro- 
1a-Weeeding ; to expreſs unto us, that God created the world, | 


and out of that drew the natural heat which giveth vege= 
ation to all things : ſo that ſometimes by Yulcan they un- 
lerſtood the natural heat which is in the creatures ; and 
lometimes our earthly fire, which becauſe it is ſo uſeful for 
he making of many things, they called Pulcan the Smith 
of the gods, and they attributed to him a ſmoaky and 
dusky kind of thunder and lightning, as they did the red 
lightning to Fupiter, and the white to Minerva. Aud be- 
cauſe the lame of our fire doth not aſcend in a ſtrajght line, 
but crookedly, therefere they ſaid that Yulcan was lame : 
and becauſe thunder-bolts and lightning fall our of the 
ir upen the carth, they feigned that Yulcas fell from hea- 
ven into Lemnos, So becauſe the Lion 1s an hot, furious, 
5 Wand Hery creature, they conſecrated the Lion to Pulcan, 
1 Whom they honoured by certain feaſts and ſacrifices called 
e WProtervia ; in theſe the remainder of the meat whict they 
| could not eat, was burned in the fire : this was an ancharita-

feaſts are among us, or rather worſe; for we were betts 
fling our ſuperfluous meat and ftrong wines into the ire 
than by ſurfeiting and drunkenneſs fire our bodies, and:

Vulcan wi 
called **Hpas@r, from pafreyto ſhine ; and Vulcanugquf 
volans candor, to ſhew the light and heat of the hire and 
he 1s called deformed, not that the fire is ſo of it ſelf, for 
it1s pleaſing to look on ; but becauſe it makes every thing 
deformed that it burneth ; and though it bz deformed inthe 
unequal aſcending of the flame, and of the ſmoak that it 
makes, yet the light, which is joyned with it, 1s pleaſant 
and beautiful ; which, I think, the Poets meant in making 
Aglaia and Venus his wives ; the former ſignifying Splender 
or Beauty, the other being the Mother of Beauty, for the 
light gives beauty to things. 5. Vulcan was ſaid to ſhed 
his ſeed upon the ground, becauſe he could not obtajnhis 
defire upon Minerug to ſhew, thar the natural heat hat 
no power over the heaven to make it fruitful, which remal- 
neth ſtilla Virgin, that is, pure from the mixture of ele- 
mentary qualities ; but it is the earth that is fruitful and 
full of ſeed by means of this natural heat, by which all 
things are generared and preſerved ; for as Vulcan made 
arms for the gods,whereby they were defended ; \o thisn” 
tural heat is the armour and defence of our life, and bj 
which we are preſerved from deſtrution, But as ſoon 3 
this heat is gone, our life and motion ceaſes, which tie 
Gentiles expreſled by their running with light torches 11 
their feaſts of Pulcan; for as ſoon as the torches went ot; 
the race ended. 6. When the gods fought againſt each 
other, (ſaith Homer, 1liad 2.) he that gave the onſet frl 
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was Vulcan the god of fire, to ſhew that ttery and cholend 
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diſpoſitions are quarrelſom and haſty ; they had need tos 
tre be bred and nurſed by Thetis, and the Nymphs, as Vulcan 
was; which fiRion forh not only ſhew, that the fiery Me» 
teors are begot and maintained by theſe exhalations, which 
are raiſed out of the ſea; but alſo (as I wppaln to 
teach us, that ſuch as are of a choJerick and fiery conſtitu- 
tion ought to feed upon moiſt and cold mears and drinks, 
whereby their heat may be qualified and brought to a tem- 
per. 7. Vulcan is brought in by Homer (Odyſſ. 1ib,8. ) ex- 
culing his deformity, and laying the blame thereof upon 
his Parents Fupiter and Funo ; though parents are often=- 
times, by reaſon of their intemperance the cauſes of their 
Childrens deformity, yet they ſhould not upbraid them, 
but patiently bear with their own defects, and ſtrive for 
beautiful ſouls to ſupply the deformity : of their bodies. 
But as Yulcanlaid the fanlt of his deformity upon bis Pa- 
rents, ſo too many uſe to lay the blame of their fins upon 
God their heavenly Father, than which nothing is more 
hateful and impious, $8. Pulcan bound Funo to a golden 
chair,which he made for her,and he bound Mars with Venzs 
to their bed, that they could not wag, Funo, thatis, the 
wealthy miſer is bound fo faſt in his afte&ions to his Gold, 
that he'cannot be remoyed from it ; but Mars the Sowldier, 
and Venus the Whore are let looſe; wiſh there were a Pul- 
canamony us to bind up whoredom, that 1t may roam no 
longer among our youth ; and to bind up our Mars,that he 
may rage no moxe among our Country men.
